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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to applicant's paper filed on 09/21/2007. 

Status of Claims: 

Claims 1, 5-9, and 14-15 are cancelled. 

Claims 2-4, 10-13, and 16-19 are pending. 
Note: Examiner deleted a word "means" form the method claim 1 1 without applicant's 
permission to expedite the prosecution. Examiner assumes this is a typo error, if 
applicant has an objection he/she should inform the examiner and provide a fix by 
amending the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4, 10-13, and 16-19 are pending and have been allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter allowance: 

Independent claims 10 and 11 and their dependent claims 2-4, 16-17 and claims 11- 
13, 18-19 are allowed because the closes prior art of record and references Pitroda (US 
5,884,271), Boothby (US 2001/0014893 A1), Kitagawa et al. (US 6,032,857), and Hurta 
et al (US 6,317,721) in any combination failed to teach or render obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art a electronic money system and method for storing electronic 
money data and utilization data directly onto an information card (such as: smart card or 
IC card) using plurality of deposit terminals, where utilizing-history data relates to 
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deposits, withdrawals, balance, dialing money information, log type information, key 
version information (as defined in spec - encryption version of transaction), and etc as 
disclosed In the claims, and 

gathering the utilization-history data from the electronic money terminals wherein the 
utilization-history data from each of the said plurality of electronic money terminals is 
processed within a specific electronic money terminal that occurs independently of the 
reading of the utilization-history data and withdrawal of the electronic money data by the 
electronic money terminals for authorization of withdrawal, and comparing a first set of 
utilization- history data gathered from a first electronic money terminal with a second set 
of utilization-history data gathered from a second electronic money terminal, wherein 
the first set of utilization-history data includes first data for a first transaction between 
the first electronic money terminal and the information card and the second set of 
utilization-history data includes second data for a second transaction between the 
second electronic money terminal and the information card.
